In all probability we shall arrange 
for a special train leaving Chicago at 
about 10:30 P. M. Sunday, March

on the sleeper, will put us into Grand 
Rapids in ample time for the morn- 
ing's observation work.

The Annual meeting of the Music 
Section of the New York State 
Teachers' Association was held in the 
Hutchinson Central High School, 
Buffalo, on November 28th. After 
the opening address by the president, 
Russell Carter of Amsterdam, papers 
were presented by George Oscar 
Bowen of Yonkers, Miss Inez Field 
Damon of Schenectady, and James 
T. Sautter of Binghamton, upon vari- 
ous phases of the topic, "The rela- 
tionships of the Supervisor to the 
community". A general discussion 
followed. At noon, a concert was 
given in the auditorium of the school 
by the High School Festival Orches- 
tra, directed by Mr. Abbott, with Mr. 
Grant at the organ. The afternoon 



session was devoted to two confer- 
ences; one on grade school work, led 
by Miss Cora J. Taylor of Buffalo, 
and one on high school work, led by 
Miss A. Gertrude Nourse of Rome. 
Miss Damon was elected as president 
for the year 1917.

For the past five or six years the 
Music Supervisors of the State have 
maintained an organization which 
holds its meetings annually in con- 
nection with the Alabama Educa- 
tional Association. At these meet- 
ings the papers have been thought- 
fully prepared. The demand for 
trained supervisors is being made by 
Superintendents, and the Normal 
Schools are training their teachers 
to do grade work. In Birmingham, 
credit is given for outside work in 
piano, voice and orchestral instru- 
ments. After school classes in vio- 
lin have been organized in the schools 
for the past two years. As the Na- 
tional Federation of Music Clubs 
meets in Birmingham in April, 1917, 
we hope that many of the Supervi- 
sors will take advantage of this op- 
portunity to visit the South. I feel 
sure that the Supervisors of the State 
find the Journal very helpful.

Things are moving satisfactorily 
in Washington. When you stop to 
consider that this city is so tied up 
with special laws and nothing can 
be done outside of these, without a 
special act of Congress, every cent 
used must come through regular 
budget prepared a year ahead. And 
if a teacher's salary is raised or any 
special fund required not already 
provided for it requires a special 
act of Congress to make additions 
or changes. You can easily see that 
it takes longer to get things done 
than in other cities. 

However there is a fine spirit man- 
ifested by teachers and students. 

The new Central high school 
building just completed costing up- 
wards of 11,250,000, with one of the 
finest auditoriums, a fine organ, 
stage that it will seat a chorus of 600 
and more, and all other proportions 
on an equal scale, this will afford an 
opportunity to do some community 
work worth while. Regarding the 



music of the schools I can report 
progress in every direction, both in 
quality and scope. 

Outside of the schools I am pretty 
busy with the responsibility of di- 
recting a Community Symphony Or- 
chestra of 65, the Washington 
Oratorio Society, the oldest and lar- 
gest chorus in the city, and my 
church choir of 125 voices.
